Medical Science Trying 
To Solve Banti's Disease

such as malaria and typhoid fever 
It is found to be large in many acute 
infectious diseases, but the enlarge- 
ment speedily disappears. In Banti's 
disease this vital organ becomes per- 
manently enlarged. It produces, too 
certain definite changes in the body 


This trouble is more often found 


In children than in adults. Fortu- 
nately, it Is not a common disease. 


It progresses slowly. Usually it Is 


first brought to the attention of the 
parent or physician by the anemic 
appearance of the sufferer. Not only 
is the child pale, but he has no de- 
sire for food. He tires easily and 
complains of shortness of breath. 


The Symptoms 


jfever may be present but it Is not 


typical of this disease. The child 
suffers from repeated nose-bleeds 
and this may be the only reason for 
taking him to the physician for an 
examination. 
The doctor finds a 


large and hard spleen, and that the 
child is suffering from anemia.

The appetite is poor, di- 
gestfon is faulty, and constipation is 
present. The sufferer may become 
Jaundiced because of an obstruction

Surgery has made remarkable ad- 


vances in recent years. Among other 
things it has been discovered that 


ftrspleen can be removed without 


Jeopardizing life. 
It used to be 


thought that nobody could live with- 
out the spleen. But it has been 
learned that in the early stages of 


Banti's disease, when "splenectomy" 
—the name for removal of the spleen 
—Is performed, a cure is effected. 


The operation, radical as it sounds 


is really not a serious one. But it 
should be performed only In the carlj 
stages of Banti's disease. 


Cause Never Discovered 


Cure should not be hoped foi if tht 


operation IB performed when there 
is serious involvement of the livei 
and other struoturea 
In some in- 


stances, too, beneficial results do not 
follow the operation even when per- 
formed at an early date. 


The cause of this baffling disease 


baa never been discovered. Much re- 
search work IB being conducted all 
over the world in an effort to solve 
this affliction. 
Until the disease is 


more thoroughly understood, little 
can be hoped for by way of a cure 
with, medicine. 


Let me assure you that this dis- 


ease is neither contagious nor heredi- 
tary. If operation has been advised 
do not delay. 


There are other causes for enlarge- 


ment of the spleen. It is met in al- 
most all of the chronic diseases of 
early life. It may accompany rickets, 
malaria, tuberculosis, and diseases of 
the blood and heart. 


In these cases, the enlargement 


disappears 
when 
the 
underlying 


cause is recognized and properly 
treated. In all cases, careful medical 
observation Is imperative. 


In many cases early recognition of 


disease means quick recovery. That 
is the reason why I always stress the 
importance of periodic health exam- 
inations. See your physician while 
you are well, it ti ill pay you in sound 
health.

Nature lovers 


throughout the country will supply 
grnlu for "ilr. and Mrs. Hungry 
Bird," and the rural letter carriers 
will scatter it at places along their 
routes, where birds can find it 


The movement, under the leader- 


ship of Thomas H. Beck, chairman 
of the Connecticut state board of 
fisheries and game, is an effort to 
save the wild birds of the country 
from the starvation which threat- 
ens them as a result of the snow 
blanket now covering most of the 
northern and eastern states. 


"The 
best bird food, under pres- 


ent conditions," says Mr. Beck, "is 
the grain known in feed stores as 
'tailings and sweepings,' which can 
now 
be purchased in 100-pound 


bags at about a penny a pound, the 
lowest price in recent years. Any 
public-spirited citizen vvho wishes 
to participate in this campaign to 
save the nation's bird life may pur- 
chase a bag of this grain and ad- 
dress it to 'Mr. and Mrs. Hungry 
Bird,' in care of Rural Carrier, R. 
F D., with the number of one of 
the rural routes In their neighbor-
